in Town affairs, to meet in the Town Hall in Whately on 
Tuesday, the eighteenth day of February next at 11:30 
o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to bring in their 
votes to the election officers for: 


Moderator, Treasurer, one Selectman for three years, 
one Assessor for three years, one School Committee for 
three years, two Library Trustees for three years, one 
Library Trustee for two years (to fill vacancy), one 
Cemetery Commissioner for three years, Auditor, Elector 
under the Will of Oliver Smith. 


The polls will be open for voting from 11:30 A.M. 
until 7:00 P.M. 


And you are directed also to notify and warn the 
inhabitants of the Town of Whately, qualified to vote in 
town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said Whately on 
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Saturday, the twenty-second day of February next, at 
1:30 o’clock in the afternoon, and then and there to act 
on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To raise and appropriate such sums 
of money as may be deemed necessary to defray the ex- 
penses of the town for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the twon will vote to 
authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of the 
selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in an- 
ticipation of the revenue of the financial years beginning 
January 1, 1969 and January 1, 1970, in accordance with 
the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, 
and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a 
period of less than one year, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 44, section 17, of the General Laws.

To see if the town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,500. for the maintenance of 
highways, under the provisions of Chapter 90, General 
Laws, said money to be used in conjunction with State 
or County funds, or both. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will appropriate 
from funds made available under the provisions of 
Chapter 616, Acts of 1967, the sum of $4,350. for the 
construction of highways, said money to be used in con- 
junction with State or County funds, or both, under the 
provisions of Chapter 90, General Laws; said money to 
be used on Chestnut Plain Road, or at the intersection of 
Webber Road, Conway Road, Williamsburg Road and 
Bardwell Hill Road. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will authorize the 
selectmen to enter into contracts with the Mass. Depart- 
ment of Public Works and the County Commissioners for 
the maintenance and construction of highways during 
the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $103,025.70 for the town’s share 
of the Capital and Operating expenses of the Frontier 
Regional School District, or take any other action relative 
thereto. 
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ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $100. for Memorial Day Obser- 
vance, to be expended under the supervision of the 
Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will appropriate 
from the S. White Dickinson Library Fund the sum of 
$3,400. to be used toward the operation and maintenance 
of the library. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $5,000. to continue the work of 
renovating the town hall, under the supervision of the 
renovating committee, or take any other action relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the town will authorize the 
Board of Assessors to enter into a contract for the 
preparation of assessors’ maps as provided under the 
provisions of Section 4 of Chapter 40, General Laws, as 
amended by Chapter 63 of the Acts of 1966, and to vote 
the payment of the charges incurred under these contracts 
by taxation, by transfer from available funds, or by 
borrowing as provided under the provisions of section 7 
of Chapter 44, General Laws as amended by Chapter 63 
of the Acts of 1966.

To see if the town will authorize 
the selectmen to accept from the County of Franklin, a 
sum of money for the suppressing of pests under Chapter 
132, or for Dutch Elm Disease Control, and to use such 
money for said purpose during the current year; or take 
any other action relative thereto. 


To see if the town will authorize 
the school committee, in accordance with Chapter 149,

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Selectmen’s Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


In accordance with the provisions of law, we here- 
with submit our report of the activities of the Board 
during the year 1968: 


Under Chapter 90 Construction, we completed the 
minor items that were left over from the previous year’s 
work on River Road, and having received approval of the 
Mass. Dept. of Public Works to use a portion of the 1968 
funds for the purpose, traffic lines were painted the entire 
length of River Road, which have received many compli- 
ments. 


During July, in conjunction with the Town of Hat- 
field, and the State Speed Control Section, a survey was 
made of River Road for the purpose of establishing speed 
limits for traffic control. The Selectmen have approved 
the rules as submitted by the Mass. D.P.W. and Motor 
Vehicle Departments, and as soon as they are published 
by the State we will install speed limit signs, and the 
limits will be enforced by the police. A copy of this 
Speed Regulation appears at the end of this report. 


Our plans to start construction under Chapter 90 on 
Chestnut Plain Road were rejected by a special town 
meeting, when it was voted to make no changes at the 
Swamp Road - Depot Road intersection or through the 
village to the top of Baker’s Hill. Then the Mass. D.P.W. 
refused to approve of starting at the Hatfield line and 
working northerly, which left the whole project dormant 
for the present. Therefore no Chapter 90 construction, 
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except for the River Road traffic lines, was done in 1968. 
The money is, however, carried over and available for 
future use, and at a special meeting in August it was 
voted to transfer the funds to the intersections of Conway 
Road, Williamsburg Road, Webber Road and Bardwell 
Hill Road. Work here, however, cannot start until the 
D.P.W. makes surveys, or approves surveys made by 
independent engineers, to the bridge there. 


Under Chapter 81, little was accomplished beyond 
normal maintenance, due to the difficulties we had with 
Chapter 90. 


We have had several suggestions about the possibili- 
ties on Claverick Bridge, and that will be discussed under 
a special article in the warrant. 


The bridge on Chestnut Plain Road near Baldwin’s 
corner was damaged by an automobile accident. Repairs 
were made and a settlement was made with the insurance 
company. 


We had a meeting with the Northampton Water 
Department about relocation of Conway Road and water 
rights. There is a petition with the County Commissioners 
for a hearing on the road relocation, which will be built 
to the Selectmen’s specifications. We do not have an 
answer to the water rights possibilities, but the matter 
is with town counsel. 


Our new sand spreader is now in service with 
satisfactory results. By adding this vehicle to our fleet, 
we plan to drop the old four-wheel drive truck which had 
the original sand spreader, and will use it for spare parts. 


Under the supervision of the road superintendent 
the driveway and parking lot at the fire station was 
completed, as well as some landscaping. 


Our highway equipment at the present time is in 
good condition. We have on order a new push-frame for 
one of the Federal trucks. 
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As is well-known, the State took over all welfare 
activities on July 1, 1968, up to which time we had 
maintained some supervision of the work under the able 
direction of Mrs. Josephine Cheney. There will be a 
report from Mrs. Cheney elsewhere in this report. 


During the year, we issued building permits for 3 
houses, 8 additions or exterior alterations to houses, 8 
other buildings and 6 signs. 


Joseph Korpiewski was named as Civil Defense Di- 
rector and we have been able to reinstate ourselves in 
the Surplus Property Section, where we have been able 
to obtain considerable material at little cost. We hope 
this can be expanded as more items become available.

Several very important special town meetings were 
held during the year, and an outline of their votes is given 
as an explanation of some of the selectmen’s actions: 


On July 11th, it was voted to revoke the requirements 
of the vote at the 1968 annual town meeting with respect 
to the withdrawal of a member town only at an annual 
town meeting. It was further voted that the Town (Deer- 
field having already adopted a similar vote) to accept the 
withdrawal of the Town of Sunderland from the Tri- 
Town Beach District at their special town meeting of 
June 12, 1968. Also it was voted to transfer the sum of 
$954.00 originally voted to Beach District operation, to 
the acquisition and development account. (This sum in- 
creases the acquisition and development account to $3,356. 
00 and is being carried over pending further action by the 
Beach District). 

On July 22nd, with a record attendance of over 200 
persons, it was voted to refuse to accept plans proposed 
by the State for Chapter 90 work on Chestnut Plain Road. 
It was further voted to authorize plans for Chapter 90 
work, excluding that section of Chestnut Plain Road 
through the village, commencing at the top of Baker’s 
Hill through Swamp Road. 

At this same meeting it was voted to change the 
annual town election date to the third Tuesday of Feb- 
ruary, and the annual town meeting to the Saturday 
following the election, the hours of meetings to be set by 
the selectmen. (This was necessitiated by the legislative 
change of observing Washington’s Birthday to the third 
Monday of February instead of the 22nd). 

A further vote was also taken at this time to allow 
Sunderland to withdraw from the Tri-Town Beach Dis- 
trict as permitted by the votes of the other two towns. 

On August 28th, it was voted to transfer the 1968 
Chapter 90 Construction funds to River Road (for paint- 
ing traffic lines) and to the intersection of Conway Road, 
Webber Road, Williamsburg Road and Bardwell Hill 
Road.

0.23 miles at 35 miles per hour

0.25 miles at 35 miles per hour 
1.58 miles at 45 miles per hour 


ending at the Hatfield Town line, the total distance being 
3.09 miles. 


Operation of a motor vehicle at a rate of speed in 
excess of these limits shall be prima facie evidence that 
such speed is greater than is reasonable and proper. 
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| The provisions of this regulation shall not, however, 
abrogate in any sense Chapter 90, Section 14, of the 
General Laws (Ter. Ed.)

It appears, after analyzing the above recommenda- 
tion, and assuming that the “Cherry Sheet”’ figures remain 
about the same, that there should not be very much in- 
crease in the 1969 tax rate. Last year, special articles 
added at least $6.00 to the rate and others served to 
reduce the free cash available to help out the tax rate. 


Any substantial additional appropriations by special 
articles will, of course, be reflected in the tax rate. 


It appears that ‘‘tax maps” are becoming more and 
more essential, and a special article will open this to 
further discussion at the town meeting. There is no 
doubt but what they are increasingly important to the 
assessors, and helpful to other departments as well. Any 
appropriation for this purpose will increase the tax rate. 
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Celebration of the 200th anniversary of the incor- 
porating of the town will require some funds, and we are 
allowed to commence appropriating for this purpose two 
years in advance, and we have included $3,000. in our 
recommendations towards this purpose. 


The Director of Accounts of the Commonwealth, who 
has the approval or disapproval of all loans made by the 
town, has objected to the way funds for the Tri-Town 
Beach District were appropriated in 1968. Therefore, 
an article to revoke the 1968 votes, and re-appropriate the 
same sums in 1969 is included. This involves no new 
money and will not effect the tax rate. 


We make no changes in our recommendations for 
Town Officers salaries, so that there are only minor in- 
creases due to increased hourly rates for those paid 
hourly.

Two regular meetings of the Public Health Nursing

To the Citizens of Whately: 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Public 
Health Nurse in Whately for the year ending December 
31, 1968. 


Even with being certified as a Home Health Agency, 
our home nursing visits have decreased from the number 
made last year. By contrast, the income, due to Medicare 
payments, has increased. With the additional adminis- 
trative responsibilities resulting from being a certified 
Home Health Agency, the position requires much more 
time to be spent along those lines instead of devoting it 
to improving the community and school health program. 
The possibility of investigating a centralized administra- 
tion with the accompanying supervision, of several small 
nursing agencies in a given area is strongly recommended. 


Again this year, because of a lack of expressed in- 
terest, no Well Child Conference was held. The activities 
and statistics of the school health program, which includes 
the immunization clinics, are included in the report of 
the Superintendent of Schools. 


Semi-annual meetings of the Advisory Committee 
were attended in addition to all scheduled educational in- 
service seminars.

Report of Tree Warden and 
Moth Superintendent 


With the assistance of the Department of Natural 
Resources and the Utilities Companies, fifteen Dutch Elm 
trees were cut and disposed of. Two of the elms were 
amongst the largest in town. 

The Shade Tree Laboratories assisted in tagging 
twenty-one Elms of which twenty were proven to have 
Dutch Elm disease. Hopefully, the Department of Natural 
Resources and the Utilities will assist in removing some 
of these trees. 

Spraying of known poison ivy areas along the road- 
side has been completed. 


TREE DEPARTMENT 


Several trees other than Elms, which were hazardous 
to the public safety were cut down and disposed of. 

Forty-nine Maple trees were planted throughout the 
town. Unfortunately, I have noticed a number of the 
planted trees have either been girdled by mice, run over, 
or broken in some manner for no apparent reason, and 
these should be replaced. The general public should be 
more careful to preserve for the future the beauty of 
our trees which take time to grow.

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TOWN HALL RENOVATION COMMITTEE 


In accordance with plans discussed and approved at 
the 1968 annual town meeting, work was started on 
renovation of the lower floor of the town hall. 

After removing the partitions and ceiling of the 
former library room, it was found that the floor joists 
and wide flooring of the original building were exposed, 
this original building having been raised and the present 
lower floor erected under it. It was decided by the com- 
mittee that this historical and antique feature should be 
preserved and left exposed, and therefore the new toilet 
location was moved further back to the center of the 
building. 

Work on these toilets was started by installing 
partition studs and putting in the rough plumbing, and 
at this point work seemed to be halted due to inability to 
obtain licensed plumbers and experienced carpenters to 
do the work. 

The committee has tried to keep costs down by using 
local labor, but any retired mechanics did not seem to be 
interested in even supervising the job, and the local con- 
tractors are all too busy to take on a small job. The 
plumbing fixtures are on hand and paid for, and we hope 
that, when warm weather comes, we can get them in- 
stalled along with the septic tank and leach field. 

Much of the carpenter work can be done by amateurs, 
but it needs an experienced leader which we have not 
been able to obtain. However, the money is being carried 
over and we feel sure the project will be developed more 
rapidly from now on.

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Report of Library Trustees 


Library circulation, continuing to increase, indicates 
the value of the collection to the community. We continue 
to believe that this is the outstanding library in any small 
town in the State. 

As in recent years, building maintenance is more 
and more of a problem. Due to the judicious use of a 
backhoe and hand-shovels, our Chairman has hopefully 
eliminated the water problem in the auditorium. Recent 
heavy rains indicate that the sub-drain that was installed 
in the fall, has conquered the seepage entirely. A minor 
difficulty still exists in the kitchen area and we are ex- 
pecting to correct this soon. 

Painting of the exterior woodwork seems necessary 
in the coming year, and hopefully can be accomplished 
within our increased budget. 

Costs of books, records, supplies and maintenance, 
as with everything, continues to increase and it is neces- 
sary to ask for an increased appropriation for 1969. The 
investments of our endowment fund unfortunately are of 
such a nature that sale of low-income bonds are not ad- 
visable at present prices, and only at maturity can the 
money be profitably re-invested, and maturities are mostly 
some time away. 

We appreciate the continued support of our citizens 
in the work of the librarian and the committee and hope 
that we may continue to merit this help and consideration.

STATISTICS STORY 


Circulation figures for the year have continued the 
trend begun in 1964 of increased adult borrowing, both 
in fiction and non-fiction. Fiction in the four years from 
11,004 to ’64 to 14,534 in ’68. Non-fiction for the same 
period rose 60 per cent, from 3,667 to 5,792. The most 
popular categories have swung from history to social 
science to literature, with biographies maintaining steady 
popularity. 


Juvenile circulation has kept to a plateau in both 
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fiction and non-fiction, dropping slightly in 1968 as school 
libraries become increasingly better stocked. 


In 1968 the Bookmobile suffered a series of mis- 
fortunes that kept it off the road for many months, 
culminating in the retirement of Miss Grace Baker, 
Bookmobile librarian whose concerned interest in the 
needs of all her “little towns” resulted in hundreds of 
books to schools and library. In 1964 Bookmobile circula- 
tion was 4,277; in 1967 it was 2,155 and in 1968 it had 
dropped to 1,487. 


Finally, no report of the book year is complete with- 
out mentioning the library’s good fortune in being a 
member of the Western Regional Public Library System. 
Through Mrs. V. Durgin of Forbes Library’s Regional 
Reference Center, patrons have received 475 books and 
duplicated materials from the four college libraries of the 
Hampshire Interlibrary Loan Center (HILC), Boston and 
other libraries throughout the country. 


THE LIBRARY YEAR, 1968 
MILESTONES 


Major physical improvements have corrected the 
long standing problem of water seepage in the basement, 
transformed the auditorium and provided shelving for 
the 4,123 volumes beyond the 8,000 anticipated when the 
library was built. 


Other changes include the sturdy dictionary stand 
that invites use and the step display shelves for the 
famed collection of Whately pottery in the auditorium bay. 


The Historical Room, cleared of its Civil Defense 
stores which were moved to other parts of the building, 
was freshened and rearranged to better welcome Visitors. 


A heavy duty vacuum cleaner, gift of Mrs. Lawrence 
Durgin of Amherst, maintains the new wall-to-wall car- 
peting in the auditorium. 
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On the library grounds hedges were clipped and 
scragely trees cut down in the enclosures. 


The library is greatly indebted to the trustees for 
these changes that have added new charm and grace to 
the building, especially to Chairman Sabin Filipkowski, 
Paul Field, Mrs. Muriel Barker and Mrs. Grace Dickinson. 


The Cecil Dickinsons again, as in 1967, carried 
discarded western, love and mystery tales to nursing 
homes in the area. 


A personal change occured in the fall when Mrs. 
Marian Carter became the assistant in place of Diane 
Belado who resigned due to the pressure of her studies. 


The library was written up in the Hampshire Gazette, 
the Pioneer Valley Booklet and the Springfield Union. 
The 15th Annual Book Fair was announced in nationally 
circulated “Yankee” magazine. 

EVENTS 


Summer story hours owed their popularity to story 
tellers Adelia Bardwell, Dorothy Polhemus, Susie Sander- 
son and Mavret Sandler; to the mothers who baked cook- 
ies, and to the Misses Allis, Scott, Kowalski, Fleuriel and 
Zaskey who served the refreshments: 


The 15th annual Christmas Book Fair, whose pro- 
ceeds will purchase reference volumes for junior high 
school people, owed its success to many: To Kathryn 
Davidson for her seascape ‘‘Montauk Light’; to Nancy 
DeLano’s famed king size fruit cake; to Mrs. Herbert 
Futter’s incredible array of brushes; to Kit Fleuriel’s 
magical platoons of cooky “Guardsmen of Knowledge”; 
to Diane Belado’s fairy castle for grabs and the Misses 
Allis, Denehy and Rup who manned it; to Gordon Daniels 
for his distinguished exhibition of photographs; to the 
vibrant décor created by Whately’s own six grades under 
Art Teacher Ingrid Petersen, who then came to the 
library to set up the decorations; to Library patrons from 
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all parts of town whose baking brings people to the Fair 
from far and near; and finally to the committees who 
gave time and labor to insure the Fair’s success. 


The 16th annual Christmas party, with a record at- 
tendance of 115, was once again marked by the generosity 
of Sabin Filipkowski’s annual gift of ice cream, Frank 
Farrick’s 14th year of bussing East Whately children to 
their homes, and Fred Bardwell, Jr., who operated the 
projector as he has for the past sixteen years. 

GIFTS 


The library has received many gifts, — too many 
to enumerate. Especially noteworthy: 


The 30 volume 1969 Encyclopedia Americana Frank 
L. Farrick is giving to the library in memory of his wife 
Nellie M. Farrick that will provide a major reference 
source to the community and its students for many years 
to come. 


The 1968 Replogle world globe with all the new 
nations on it, given the Children’s Room by David and 
William Dickinson. 


Books on natural history, ethnology, government, 
international relations, political theory and civilization 
given by Paul Field, Herbert Steeper, and Mrs. Sherman 
Smith have broadened the library’s scope in those fields. 


Periodicals given by Paul Field, the Elliott Barker’s, 
Ernest Belanger, and Dr. Merit P. White have brought 
the library’s total of periodical holdings to 52. 


A library of classical records given by Columbia has 
added greatly to the value and variety of the record 
collection, for much of which we are also indebted to 
Paul Field. 


The small bust of Emerson was presented to the 
library by Mrs. Dorothy Strippe, along with photographs 
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of her classes twenty-five years ago for the historical 
collection. 


Many volumes of her historical and present day 
fiction for girls were given by well-known writer Marjory 
Hall, and have been enjoyed by adults as well as by the 
age group for which they were meant. 


At this time the librarian would like to express her 
eratitude to the Board of Trustees whose interest in and 
work for the library goes far beyond the usual; and to 
the town whose support and participation have made the 
library a vital part of the town’s life.

Dear Mr. Chutkoski: 


It is my pleasure to submit to you my tenth annual 
report as Superintendent of School Union #38. 


DISTRICT REORGANIZATION 


My last report included a proposal for regionaliza- 
tion of all grades — kindergarten through twelve — and 
all committees have continued the discussion of this 
topic at various times during the past year. A booklet 
from the Department of Education entitled ‘Quality 
Education through School District Organization” contains 
the following guidelines: 


1. “Each community shall constitute, or be a part 
of, a school district maintaining and operating a 
complete Kindergarten-Grade 12 educational pro- 
gram, governed by a single school committee with 
one superintendent of schools. 


2. Each school committee shall make provisions for 
participation in an approved vocational-occupa- 
tional program. 


3. Each school committee shall provide an education- 
al program which meets the minimum standards 
mandated by the Board of Education. Each school 
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committee shall be encouraged to exceed these 
minimum standards. 


4. Each school district shall contain at least 2,000 
pupils unless prevented by extenuating circum- 
stances acceptable to the Board of Education. 


5. Each school committee with less than 2,000 pupils 
under its jurisdiction on December 31, 1968, shall 
submit a plan to implement these Guidelines to 
the Commissioner of Education by December 31, 
1969. 


Endorsed by the Board of Education 
November 28, 1967.” 


All citizens of this community should give this topic 
serious consideration because it is your decision which 
will determine the quality of education provided for your 
children in future years. 


PERSONNEL 


It was by coincidence that Mr. Bernard J. Fluery, Jr., 
teaching prinicpal in Sunderland and Mr. David Sicard, 
teaching principal in Whately, resigned during late July. 
After several joint meetings with the Sunderland and 
Whately School Committees, it was decided to create the 
new position of supervising principal for both the Sunder- 
land and Whately elementary schools with both towns 
sharing equal expenses. The decision was taken only 
after consultation with the Finance Committees of each 
community. Mr. Marshall Aronstam was appointed to 
the position of supervising principal. He is a graduate 
of the State College, Johnson, Vermont, and has done 
graduate study at the University of Vermont. His ex- 
perience includes two years as a junior high school prin- 
cipal and three as a teaching principal of grades one 
through eight in Goshen, Massachusetts. 
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Mrs. Diana Pavao was appointed to the first grade 
position replacing Mrs. Carol Waters. Mrs. Pavao gradu- 
ated from the University of Massachusetts, and had a 
year of experience teaching grade one in Cumberland, 
Rhode Island. 


Mrs. Patricia Baker was appointed to the sixth 
grade teaching position. 


In addition, Mrs. Regina Boron, clerk/typist in the 
office of the Superintendent, resigned to accept a position 
in industry. The exodus continued when Mrs. Constance 
Melnik, her replacement, resigned for the same reason. 


Mrs. Ann Zimnowski has been appointed part time 
clerk to the principat. 


There still continues to be a shortage of well qualified 
teachers, and an ever increasing demand for those who 
are available. This condition also exists when seeking 
replacement of office personnel, particularly with the 
competition from the University and industry. Salary is 
one of the determining factors in the recruitment of per- 
sonnel. The teachers’ schedule, which was arrived at 
through collective bargaining, that became effective Sep- 
tember 1968, is as follows:

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PERSONNEL 


The Union School Committee in April 1968, voted 
to establish the position of school adjustment counselor 
whose duty it would be to assist children who may have 
various problems of a social, emotional or psychological 
nature which might possibly be interfering with the 
proper function in a home and/or a school situation. A 
brief listing of the duties of such a position as outlined 
by Chap. 71, Section 766 of the General Laws, are as 
follows: 


1. “Counselling and helping children in primary 
grades. 


2. Cooperating with teachers, principals and all 
other school personnel in assisting and readjust- 
ing such children. 


83. Establishing helpful and kindly relationship with 
the home. 


4. Enlisting the interest and help of clergymen and 
other local leaders and officials in community effort 
to help children. 


5. Serving as a referral agent to obtain aid from 
specialized public and private organizations.” 


Notification of this vacancy received wide circulation, 
but trained qualified candidates are very scarce and as a 
result the position was not filled this year. However, we 
hope to be able to locate a candidate for the coming school 
year. 


SPECIAL EDUCATION 


Special education for retarded children in our local 
schools has been provided for in the past years by tuition- 
ing them to another town, namely, Greenfield. This was 
possible because of the relatively small number of child- 
ren involved, but we presently are having difficulty be- 
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cause of lack of space in other communities. Added to the 
problem of placement is one of convenient transportation. 
As a result of recent experience I have recommended to 
the Union Committee that we explore the possibility of 
establishing special class education for the four towns. 
This means that we must find facilities to house such a 
group of children, obtain teachers and equipment. 


Franklin County Supplementary Education Center 
(GRACIE PROJECT) has assisted us this past year with 
some of our pupil problems. A total of 117 pupils from 
the County have been referred to this agency since its 
inception in December. Included in the total are twenty- 
nine referrals from the four towns in the Union district. 
To date, action has been taken in twenty cases and is 
pending in the remaining nine. 


This agency received an evaluation in May 1968 by 
a group of outside evaluators. One point of the evaluation 
recommended that each school district would have to 
eventually participate financially in order to receive 
continued service from the Center. It should also be 
noted at this time that the Center’s funds for the fiscal 
year have been cut, as have all funds for Title III projects. 


This past summer the Center provided funds for 
three teachers, Mrs. Nancy Winter and Mrs. Lucille Pease 
of Conway, and Mrs. Barbara Brooks, Sunderland, Massa- 
chusetts, to attend an intensive workshop at Cushing 
Academy during the week of July 14-20, 1968. This 
workshop was a staff training program under the direc- 
tion of Reading Research Institute of Wellesley. Its pur- 
pose is to train teachers in the diagnostic and retraining 
techniques for children with emotional handicaps. 


At present, a set of tentative regulations for percep- 
tually handicaped children has been received. Its purpose 
is to establish classes for children who have specific 
learning disabilities resulting from perceptual motor 
handicaps, including problems in visual perception and 
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integration, and reading disability known as dyslexia. 
Implementation of this program will necessitate much 
research, retraining and development. 


Mrs. Andrea Stubler participated in a similar fifteen 
week workshop given at the Bancroft School, Worcester, 
Massachusetts. Mrs. Stubler also conducted some in- 
service training of local teachers in this special field. 


THE CLASSROOM 


This present society does not depend upon limiting 
learning to the classroom but has given it unlimited areas 
in all phases of daily living. Learning in the classroom 
is dependent upon a skilled teacher, a motivated, inquisi- 
tive learner and various media to develop learning skills, 
habits, and attitudes. It must be emphasized that long 
before our children are introduced to the classrooms, they 
have been developing learning habits in the home. These 
are the years when the desire for learning should be 
fostered. Therefore, an early cooperative relationship 
between home and school promotes the general learning 
process. : 

It seems reasonable to assume that people living in 
our present day society with so many complications of 
social living, should be able to acquire some resourceful 
skills, attitudes, appreciation and understanding, as well 
as facts, from the all encompassing field of social studies. 
At present this field is in a general state of flux and re- 
organization. There are so many social study research 
propects that the educator is going to be hard-pressed to 
select the better ones when they appear on the market in 
the future. In an attempt to bridge the gap we have used 
various supplementary materials. Many of the decisions 
have been left to the general skill of the teacher with 
adequate supervision from the principal. 

We have also introduced and extended to grade three 
the SRA Social Studies program that presents the mate- 
rial from the economic point of view. This program is 
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only in its initial stage and both favorable and unfavor- 
able comments have been received concerning its effec- 
tiveness. 

Weekly instrumental instruction continues under the 
direction of Mr. Stanley Kopec. The present program 
consists of the following number of participants: 

Conway — 8; South Deerfield — 30; Old Deerfield 

— 10; Sunderland — 21; Whately — 10; making a 

total of 79. 

New curriculum guides in physical education were 
recently received from the Department of Education and 
have been distributed to the various personnel. 

Participation in the various financed Federal pro- 
grams are as follows: 

Title I — $1,962.00 — Summer school program, 

basically remedial reading. 

Title II — $188.03 — Purchase of filmstrips and 

library books. 

Title III — (NDEA) $205.50 — Geography equip- 

ment and materials. 


CONCLUSION 


“The school can and should be a place where the 
spirit of inventiveness and creativity is encouraged. This 
goal is achieved only in those institutions which provide 
a broad, rich curriculum in science and the humanities, 
and which employ faculties fully capable of challenging 
the best in human potential.” 

It is with gratitude that I express my appreciation 
for the tireless efforts of all school personnel and school 
committee members, and the support of the community 
in meeting this challenge of providing “quality education”’. 
By taking another step forward toward reorganization 
on a mutually agreeable plan we can continue to provide 
the best in educational programming on a sound, econom- 
ical basis.

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Report of Music Supervisor 


New concepts are being proposed for education in 
general and in music education as well. Lecturers stress 
that music education must be concerned with the human- 
ities. Articles written for music educators place emphasis 
on the need for study of the humanities. Speaking at a 
conference for music educators on a new curriculum 
presently being studied by the Massachusetts Music Ed- 
ucation Association, the speaker noted the need for in- 
clusion of the humanities. 


What is this new area of study? Why must we be- 
come involved in the humanities? Might it be termed 
human culture? 


This music teacher is concerned with these and other 
questions and is currently studying and reading, noting 
some seemingly pertinent facts. 


The arts involve music, painting, literature. They 
are all concerned with the dreams of mankind. Connecting 
with the arts are such fields as world history, giving 
understanding of various eras. 


Music shows the dreams, the aspirations of all 
peoples, dreams of those of the past and present. In early 
American pioneer days music existed only after acquiring 
skills needed for frontier survival. Music was then but 
an expression of religious beliefs and used no where but 
in the Church. 


Later American music was expressed in the styles of 
European culture. Presently there is a trend toward the 
culture of the world, a much broader concept. The 
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humanities also include the arts of Asian countries. A 
facet of American music of today deals with an under- 
standing of jazz, rock and roll, the use of folk idioms 
carrying a religious message, the scientific electronic 
gadgets giving out strange sounds. Lastly, we must under- 
stand more traditional music expressed by present day 
musicians such as Aaron Copland and Leonard Bernstein. 


In her book “The Humanities and the Curriculum” 
edited by Louise M. Berman she says, ‘“‘... it has been 
surprising to see the sudden interest in this relatively new 
type of education called the humanities.” 


With the above in mind, how best to teach music in 
our schools? Continued use of audio-visual aids will help. 
Overhead and film strip and opaque projectors are im- 
portant aids and can be used in teaching such subjects as 
fundamentals, orchestral instruments and arrangements, 
themes, cultures and styles of music of various eras. 


New concepts in music education would be enhanced 
by new classroom music books. Those currently in use 
hold little for the new approach. If music teachers are 
to be forward looking in the newer approach, proper 
book material is essential. 


I have here attempted to show the change in methods 
of teaching public school music and how we as educators 
hope to proceed in employing the humanities in the music 
curriculum. Music is part of man’s heritage as he strives 
for a richer life moving from the rituals of primitive man 
to the more sophisticated cultures of today. 


In conclusion, let me express deep appreciation for 
the friendship and understanding of all, for the continued 
interest in the work of your music teacher.

This year in art we are concentrating for longer 
periods of time on one material (e.g. paper) in order to 
become more familiar with it and to explore its possibili- 
ties (e.g. cutting and pasting, paper-folding, paper sculp- 
ture). We have done and will do more printing in all 
grades. This will include vegetable, linoleum block, and 
cardboard printing. We hope to have an exhibit of the 
children’s work in the spring. I would like to make this 
an annual event, to demonstrate how much the children 
can do and the range of their experiences in art. This 
might serve to win your support for the following recom- 
mendations: 


1. Another art teacher is needed. 


2. This would allow us to hold art classes twice a 
week, so that a project might be followed up 
quickly instead of being shelved for a week. 


3. Since art always seems to be the intruder in the 
classroom, I recommend an Art Room as soon as 
possible. Right now, art, along with music and 
physical education is sort of an afterthought, 
squeezed into the curriculum like a filler in a 
newspaper. 


Art education aims at teaching a child or a person to 
look at the world around him; find, and appreciate beauty, 
to create and think creatively, to enjoy life more; find 
enjoyment through doing; to foster freedom, initiative 
and originality governed by order, to develop skillful use 
of varied materials, to work toward more beautiful homes, 
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cities and countries. I believe that these objectives are 
worthwhile for every child, and that your children should 
have a lot more time to work toward them than they do 
now.

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Report of School Nurse

The following is the annual report of the school 
nurse in the Town of Whately for the year from December 
1967 to December 1968: 


With the cooperation of the school physician, parents, 
teachers and associated health services, our school health 
program is trying to reach the goal of the best possible 
service and education for each individual child. Through 
specialized films, training aids and community resources, 
we are trying to bring knowledge of every facet of good 
physical and mental health to the children, in order for 
them to mature with a better understanding of them- 
selves as human beings. 


The incidence of communicable diseases was very 
low this year with only one case of chicken pox reported. 
It is gratifying to see the cessation of cases of measles. 


The usual yearly physical examinations of grades 1, 
3 and 5 were completed. Dr. Kenneth Rice, School Phy- 
sician, examined forty-eight children and four were seen 
by their family doctor. No defects were found. Vision 
and hearing testing of all pupils was done. Any failures 
were referred to the family for further attention. Parents 
have been quite cooperative in seeing to their children’s 
needs. Weighing and measuring of each child twice a 
year keeps us informed as to their progress in growth or 
lack of it. As has been the policy in the past, only in the 
case of necessity or emergency, first aid or transportation 
in case of illness was furnished. 


One community resource, in particular, has been very 
valuable in helping our children who have speech or

hearing handicaps. This is the Speech and Hearing Cen- 
ter at the Franklin County Public Hospital, under the 
expert direction of Mrs. Blanche Hempel. We wish to 
express our thankfulness for this service. Other facilities 
used were the Mental Health Center, the Crippled Child- 
ren’s Clinic, the Salvation Army and the Cerebral Palsy 
Association. 


Seminars and in-service meetings were attended 
when scheduled. These keep one better informed of new 
developments and help find ways of meeting and dealing 
with the problems of the health program.

From January 1, 1968 to July 1, 1968 
Southern Franklin Welfare Service Office 
From July 1, 1968 to December 31, 1968 


The Staff of your Welfare Office has continued to be 
exceedingly pressured with too much work and insufficient 
help during the past year. In January Miss Alice Russell 
of Hadley was employed on a Provisional Civil Service 
Appointment as a Social Worker. Because the State De- 
partment had allocated only two Social Workers and the 
Director to this office, Miss Russell left us in June when 
Mrs. Margaret Fitzgerald of Greenfield was appointed as 
a Permanent Civil Service Employee. The continually 
increasing caseload indicated the need for a third Social 
Worker, but we were unable to obtain State approval for 
an increase in staff after April first because of the impend- 
ing change in administration. You will perhaps remem- 
ber we started 1968 with a caseload numbering 270. As 
of July first, this had increased to 315. We begin 1969 
with 358 cases. 


Our clerical staff still numbers three, but Mrs. Janice 
Clough Robertson resigned in April because of health 
reasons. We were most fortunate to obtain the services 
of Mrs. Kathleen McCarthy in June. She came to us 
from thirteen years experience in the office of the Green- 
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field Visiting Nurses and has been a very welcome ad- 
dition to our staff. 


The Surplus Foods Program continues to increase 
in dimension. We now have about twenty-five different 
commodities available to supplement the nutrition needs 
of Welfare Clients and other low income people. It has 
been necessary to purchase another used refrigerator to 
accomodate the large amounts of butter, lard, and cheese 
dispensed each month. 


By means of gifts from various organizations and 
interested individuals, we were able to again remember 
over a hundred children this Christmas. Seasonal Greet- 
ings were also sent to our Nursing Home Patients. 


This report could include information that our paper 
work has nearly doubled since July first, that we now 
work longer hours for approximately the same salary, 
that we hold office hours one afternoon a month in the 
towns of Conway, Hadley, Sunderland, and Whately. 
However, we continue to be available to try to help with 
all kinds of services wherever need exists, and we hope 
you will continue to help us function in this, one of our 
primary responsibilities. 


The amount paid to and for clients in Whately 
during the first six months of 1968 was $15,591.43. It 
will be noted that costs during the whole year of 1967 
were $22,483.85 but the increase is not as large in propor- 
tion as that in many communities in the Commonwealth. 
The Medical Assistance Category, commonly called 
“Medicaid” is primarily responsible for the growing costs. 
Part of the reason for this is the liberal program estab- 
lished by the State Welfare Department and approved by 
Federal officials. Also it should be noted that hospital 
costs, Nursing Home rates, Dental and other fee schedules 
have all increased during the past year. Most people 
working with the Welfare Client and his Medical Vendor 
feel that Medical Services should not be curtailed. How- 
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ever, a “Means Test” using reasonable Gross Income 
rather than the complicated Net Income procedure now 
in use would seem more practical as well as equitable 
state-wide. 


The continuing cooperation of all interested residents 
of Whately is sincerely appreciated.
